AMERICAN TARIFF. 

To the Editor oj the A/oniing Chronich — 

Sim It maniieati much ignorance in the peo¬ 
ple of (hiscountiy to censure America for a Tar- 
•iir, the object of wh’>ch is clearly to create, by 
means of local msnufacturcs, that market at 
home for her agricultural produce which Eng- 
land denies to her abroad. 

It is rCa-sonable that America should wish to 
condense part of a population which inci easca 
•annually at the rate of 400,000 souls, instead of 
continuing to diffuse it over boundless space, ad' 
ding to the redundance and annihilating the val¬ 
ue, instead of providing for the consumption of 
her agricultur-l produce. 

It were cagy to ekperte the grou pretensiems 
■et up by Mr. Huskisson ahd others, on the part 
of England, to the character of exclusive mer¬ 
cantile liheraUty; but let us aee how the ac '.ount 
alanda with America:—England leiUds in Man- 
uftetufes to the United States, a much greater 
value than her almost prohibitory duties allow 
he. to receive of raw produce in exchange; in 
eonaequcnca, the bailees in favor of the States 
In tbeir trade with the rest of the world are all 
absorbed in paying England. 

The only article of any value which Englaiid 
takes from Air«.ica is cotton. If America grew 
only a minor instead of the nugor quantity of 
cotton conaumVd by Europe, then, indeed, Eng 
land would punislii through t'lis article, as it will 
be thjwn the does through all other American 
articles, any want of lubservienoy to her interest; 
• but upon American cotton our now principal 
manufacture depends—we cannot forego its use, 
nor dire we tax it for our own sake. TRe fool¬ 
ery. of supplanting America by growing cotton 
In the East In net,is scarcely worthy O' notice. 
Hid it been possible to convert the filtliy.coUun 
'.of Bengal and Bombay into the American quali¬ 
ties of cotton, such ai< improvement wuiild long 
since have taken place, but, was it olherw iae, 
the mere experiment of the means bv which 
each a conversii.n is proposed to be bruuglii 
about, would hand over the cotton manufacturu 
of this country to France and the Netlierlainlg. 


civil and moral abuses should rise up in America 
without any one of the predisposing caqses to 
which it owed its existence elsewhere. 

The germs of the feudal system never existed 
in Americs. To the people of that country, 
primogeniture, privilege orders, and a state re¬ 
ligion, would appear quite at monstrous as a're- 
sumption of tnals by ordeal would appear to 
the modern Engfisli.

'I'he true intereata of the Southern States are 
pointed out by thia writer with much more ac¬ 
curacy than they have been indicated by the 
speeches of Messrs. M’Duffie, Martin nnd others. 
While the British market is open to (he cotton 
of the South, what is allowed to enter it from 
the Northern States.’ Will Great Britain re¬ 
ceive their flour, their lumber, or any of their 
agricultural products? No. The only article 
she can export is her manufactured fabrics, and 
it is unreasonable in our brethren of the South 
who have raised such a clamor against the Ta¬ 
riff, to attempt to prevent their Northern breth¬ 
ren from exporting the only admissible commod¬ 
ity their induatjj is allowed to supply, on terms 
which will yield a fair profit. 

As to the calculation that the separation of 
the States may be the result of the Tarilf, a 
brief glance at the numerical strength of the 
population of those States to which tlie excite¬ 
ment has been confined will be sufficient to 
show its sbsiirdity. For the purpose ofenabling 
our readers to obtain a correct view of the pro¬ 
portion wh'ich the population of South Carolina 
and Georg'ia bear to that of the other States, we 
subjoin the following table:

FROM EUROPE-TllUt'K UAVS LA PER. 
The packet ship Napol'un, Captain Smith, in 
th'irty day a f om Liverpool, arrived at New Vork 
Wedneaday the 24tU ulU The Editors of 
the Commercial Advertiser have received by 
this conveyance, London papers to the 25lli 
Aug. and Liverpool to the 26tti, both inclusive. 

'I'he attempts to prevail upon the Duke of 
Clarence to retiin Ins situation as Lord High 
Admiral, are said to have been utisucccssful-r 
the Duke pers'istiiig in his resignation. The 
successor oi his Grace lias not been, named by 
the fluke of Wellington Probably the pre¬ 
mier will return to the system of a Hoard, of 
Admiralty, The Co'tfter of the 23d says the 
resignation o( the Uuke “was entirely his own 
act, and was not occasioned by any political 
measure adopted by the Cabinet.” Some of 
the French pipers have iiisiated, that it was 
connected with Navarinoand Admiral Codring 
ton — wliich the Courier absolutely denies. An¬ 
other rumour is, that Earl Grey will be appoint¬ 
ed to succeed bis Royal Highness; but a third, 
to which the most credit is given, is that (he 
office will again bs distribiitcd among a number 
of Lords Commissioners, headed by Vi'count 
Melville. Another report gives the first Lord- 
ship of Admiralty tn the Ear! of Maryborough 
An oiOctal publication shows that the amount 
of British iMimmerce in 1827 was equal to that 
of 1825, and of course exceeds that of sny other 
year—1,777,588 tnns in British vessels entered 
inwards, and 715,824 foreign. More than 2,828, 
000 toTii British cleared outwards, and 732,481 
Cd^cign. 

The Pacific arrived at Liverpool on the 21st, 
having Mr. Barbour our new Minister, on board.

THE HARVEST.—A friend har taken the 
opportunity of conversing with a great number 
of Irish reapers now on their return to dheir 
native land, after the harvest in this country. 
According to what he has been able to learn 
from them, the amount of damage done to the 
corn U very trifling, in comparison with some 
of the reports in the newspapers. He has 
communicated with persons of this description 
from at least twenty diff'erent counties, and 
finds no bad report’, except from the lowlands 
of Linculnahire, where some of them had to 
cut the corn from knee deep up to the middle 
in water, for which they were paid two giii- 
ness per statute acre, carrying the corn, for se¬ 
curity to the higher lands. From the accounts 
these men give generally, the harvest seems to 
have yelded a good average crop, with but lit 
tie -pirted corn. The wages pan] to the rea¬ 
pers has been higher than in other years, (hey 
obtain from eight shillings to eighteen shdiingt 
per acre This may be accounted for from tha 
number of Irish reapeii who came over being 
smaller than usual; but, we think principally 
from the great anxiety of the farmers to have 
their crops off the land, owing to the uncer¬ 
tainty of the weather.

PROGRESS OF THE RUSSIANS. 

It is stated from Brusst 1^ August 22d, that 
news from the Russian army in Turkey had been 
received from the 23d to the 27lh of July. 

“The head-qiia.-ters of his Imperial Majesty, 
and ol the second corps of the army, were, on 
the 26tli, in the camp near the village ofUutMk- 
tyk, not far from Scliumit. On tlie seme day 
they were removed to the heights which the 
advanced posts of the seven corps had occu- 
pied in the bsttle of the 20th. We were then 
within cannon shot of the fortress. The enemy 
dot! not mike any resistance. 

“Lieut, Notakow reports, that on the 20ih 
the 'Turks attacked the right wing ol corps 
beseiging Virns, but that they were repulsed 
with ',reat loss. 

“Adnural Greig reports that he has arrived 
off Mauzali with the squadron under his com¬ 
mand having on board the third brigade of the 
seventh diviVion of infantiy, and that he was 
proceeding to Vsrna. 

“General Roth commanding the 6th corps of 
'nfsntry arrived on the 21st July*nrar Silistria, 
at the distance of six wersts (four English 
miles) from the fortress. He fell in with 4,000 
hone, who were immediately attacked and clriv 
en back, with the loss ol 200 killed, and a great 
number wounded. Our troops invested Sillii- 
tria on the 21st; the garrison has been increas¬ 
ed to 22,000, ex luiive of the armed inhabitants. 
Major General Zyron, commanding the troops 
of the Don; who was detached on the 25th to 
Bazprad announces that he fgiind i<i that town 
150 of the enemy, of which 40 were killed and 
the othen were driven out of the plaiu:.” 

Under the date of Paris Aug. 22. we find the 
following:- 

“The German Journals givq no positive and 
direct infornStion from the theatre oi war A 
Nuremberg Gazette says, that the partizans of 
the Turka at Vienna, affitm. not only (hat 
Schumla has not been taken, but that the Grand 
Duke Michael has b^on cut off there willi his 
corps of the army On the other hand a Berlin 
Journal thus affirms that news lias been receiv¬ 
ed of the taking of SchumI •, by the Uuiuaiis, 
who are sahl to have purchased this victory 
with the loss of a considerable numbei of men, 
but to have found there a great quai.tity o* pro¬ 
visions, which proved s very welcome supply to 
the Russian army, which be^sn (u be in want. 
The secon'l part of this' piece dfiiitelligenre 
gives reason to doubt the authenticity (fihe 
lint; for all the accounts from the principalities 
and from Gonstantinople, which wg havete* 
ctived tor the !ast fortnight, agree in repri sent- 
ing the Turkish troops at Schumla aa being in 
great want of provisions.”

“Frdm the P.stt we have received nointelli 
gcnce ofimportanee since our last. It may fair¬ 
ly be concluded, from the long abaenor of offi¬ 
cial Wws, that all reports of further succeia on
